Georgia  Occupational  Award  of  Leadership 


On  Tuesday,  May  28,  Governor  Joe 
Frank  Harris  signed  a  proclamation 
designating  the  week  of  May  27-31 
as  GOAL  Week.  The  Georgia  Occupati- 
nal  Award  of  Leadership  program 
recognizes  outstanding  postsecon- 
dary  vocational  students  in  the  state. 
This  program  is  the  first  of  its  kind 
in  the  nation. 

During  GOAL  Week.  32  student 
winners  from  postsecondary  techni- 
cal schools  all  over  Georgia  were  in 
Atlanta  to  compete  for  the  state 
GOAL  title.  They  were  judged  on 
leadership  qualities  and  academic  ex- 
cellence. The  GOAL  student  winner 
will  serve  as  an  ambassador  for  Geor- 
gia's vocational  educational  system.

Five  years  ago  the  Performance
